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World Geography 


is an educational game designed to teach important information about all the countries 
of the world. It can be played with either one or two players. 


Hardware Requirements 

Apple II series computer with 64k of memory 
Apple I disk drive 

Joystick (optional) 

Monitor or TV (Black-and-white or color) 


Object of the Game 

You are presented with 5 countries in a selected geographical area. Then the program 
quizzes you on important geographical and statistical information about those 
countries. Ifyou reach a score of 10,000 points, you are awarded two more countries 
and a bonus flag question. The game is over when you have no countries left, or all 
the countries have been played. The player with the highest score is the winner. 


Getting Started 

Step 1: Loading the program into memory 

After turning on your TV/monitor and your Apple ITI series computer, insert the 
diskette and reboot the computer. At this point the program is loading into memory. 
(This takes about 15 seconds.) A title screen is displayed, then the main screen 
appears. 


Step 2: Selecting a geographical area. The choices are: 


AMERICA AND PACIFIC 
EURASIA 
AFRICA 
ALL 


Make your selection either by moving the joystick up or down and selecting with the 
joystick trigger button, or by using the space bar and pressing return. 


Step 3: Selecting a difficulty level. The choices are: 
1 2 a 
NOVICE INTERMEDIATE EXPERT 


Make your selection either by moving the joystick left or right and selecting with the 
joystick trigger button, or by pressing 1, 2, or 3 on the keyboard and pressing return. 
The level selected determines the speed of the timer. 


Step 4: Player selection. The choices are: 
1 2 3 
ONE PLAYER TWO PLAYER REVIEW 
Make your selection either by moving the joystick left or right and selecting with the 
joystick trigger button, or by pressing 1, 2, or 3 on the keyboard and pressing return. 


In two-player mode the players take turns on different countries. (Either player can use 
a joystick.) 


By choosing REVIEW any country can be displayed with the correct information. 
After typing the first letters (up to 8) of the country desired, the first country beginning 
with those letters will be displayed. Now another country can be displayed by typing 
its name; pressing RETURN/TRIGGER will display the next country in the region's 
list; or pressing ESCAPE will restart the game. 


Playing the game | 

As the globe rotates, the disk drive searches for a specific country. When a country has 
been found, an enlarged view of the country (or country group) is displayed in the left 
window and the flag is displayed above it. The capital city of the country selected 
blinks both on the country and the globe. 


The game is multiple choice. Three small boxes are displayed above the two windows. 
The timer in the left box displays the score for a correct answer. A correct response 
awards you with the timer value multiplied by 10. The quicker you answer, the higher 
your score. The center box displays the player’s current score. The box on the right 
shows the number of countries you have left. The computer selects a category and 
requests the proper answer. 


The choices are displayed at the bottom of the screen. Make a selection either by using 
the joystick or by entering 1, 2, or 3. Then press RETURN/TRIGGER. After answer- 
ing a question you can review the screen before pressing RETURN/TRIGGER to 
continue, or press ESCAPE to restart the game. 


If you reach 10,000 points, you are awarded two more countries and a bonus flag 
question. You are presented with 3 flags and the name of a country. You must select 
which of the 3 flags corresponds to the country. A correct answer awards the appro- 
priate score (timer x 10). After the game is over, press RETURN/TRIGGER; if your 
score is the highest so far, you will be prompted for your initials. The final score tallies 
are displayed as follows:

Pressing RETURN/TRIGGER at this point starts a new game leading back to step 2. 


Playing tips and suggestions: 
¢ CONTROL-S toggles the sound on and off. 
¢ Speed is as important as accuracy when answering the questions. 
¢ Use the flags to help identify the countries. 
¢ Try to remember flags in normal game play for the bonus question. 
¢ Two players cooperating on the same game can be fun as well.
